subsequently cite: “It was only General 
Smith Dorrien’s brigade. 
them, rugged, bearded, flerce-eved 
fantry, strug- ling under a cloud of dust. 
Who could have conceived. who had seen 
the prim soldier in the time of peace, 
that he could so quickly transform him- 
self into this grim, virile barbarian? 
Bulldog faces, hawk faces, hungry wolf 
faces, every sort of face except a 
one.“ He speaks of them as “maned 
like Mons,“ and compares them to“Amer- 
foan cowboys. 

All that makes a good picture, and 
Conan Doyle’s bopk is altogether, in my 
opinion, one of the best published 
war.

Takes Charge Until Hearing of Case 
on January Sth—Case Has an 
Interesting Ade.

Moore, a- 
cording to the petition, was to give his 
entire time and talent to the business 
and out of the proceeds was to pay 
monthly such sum as would soon Haut- 
date the Pierce mortgage. After that 
was out of the way he and Johnson were 
to share equally in the money made by 
the drug satcre. : 

Johnson alleges that his partner has 
failed to pay the necessary monthly in- 
stallments on the mortgage and has con- 
tracted bills for other goods; that he ie 

sued and is threatened with suits;

New Orleans Times-Democrat: “How 
im the world do the officials get posted as 
to the movements of diamond smug- 
lers? asked an inquisitive citizen of an 
old customs inspector. “I read frequently 
of them arresting this person and that 
at the steamer, and they never seem to 
make any mistake. But how do they get 
their tips?’ Does the government main- 
tain an international apy system especial- 
ly to catch that brand of offenders?” 
“Oh, no,” replied the inspector, laughing. 
“We couldn't afford to do that; the Ameri- 
can people don't like sples, and there 
would be a hue and cry at once if we at- 
tempted anything of the sort on the Part- 
sian basis. The information in regard to 
diamond amugeglera,.comes fromm two 
eources—tho French police and agents em- 
ployed by the big importers and exporters 
of precious stones. The Paris detective 
bureau keeps itself remarkably well in- 
formed as to the movements of strangers 
in the city and frequently gets wind of 
some projected smuggling scheme. In 
such cases word is at once passed on to 
the American authorities, We often have 
a chance to return the favor by furnishing 
information concerning criminals who are 
wanted abroad, and have made a point for 
years of cultivating the good will of the 
French police.

He demurred at 
leaving and Cruce led him to the top of 
the stairway and showed him the way 
to find the place for which he was look- 
ing. At that moment Boggs fell headlong 
down the stairway and was instantly 
killed. 

Only one witness at the trial yesterday 
atated that Cruce touched the old man 
and that was Gray, and he was not posi- 
tive that Cruce shoved Boggs. 3 

Cruce made a full statement, saying 


he did not push Boggs, but on the other

Call Officer Doyal left the barracks ten 
or fifteen minutes after Rowan passed the 
building and he passed the store of, 
Morris 4 Carroll and found nothing 
wrong. 

Just when the burglar smashed the 
plate glass window cannot be told. Pa- 
trolman Rowan started up Decatur street 
again, and when he passed the Morris &

POISONING BEER WITH ARSENIC 


American Chemical Society Now in ) 


Session in Chicago. 

Chicago, December 27.—The possibility 
of arsenical poisoning in beer was the 
topic of popular interest at the cpening 
session of the convention of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society today. The chem- 
ists from all parts of the country turned 
from discourses on atoms and elements 
and joined in the argument growing out 
of the recent wholesale poisoning in En- 
gland. Dr. Edward Gudeman charged 
the brewers with wilfully introducing 
into beer an arsenical antiseptic to pre- 
vent the fermentation of the beverage 
from progressing too far and his asser- 
tion proved the sensation of the session. 

Several other chemists spoke on the 
question, urging that all beer and other 
brewed liquors should be thoroughly an- 
alyzed to protect the consumers from 
danger of poison. 

A. C. Hale, secretary of the society, 
read a paper by Charles A. Parsons, of 
New Hampshire college, in which a re- 
cipe was given for distinguishing oleo- 
margarine from butter. The sample, the 


‘writer said, should be placed in boiling 


milk and cooled, being stirred during the 
process. If the fat collects into a ball 
the sameple is oleomargarine; if not, it is 
butter.

A DESERTED WIFE’S STORY 


Taken to Police Barracks and Piacod 


in Detention Ward. 
WOMAN A PICTURE OF ABJECT MISERY 


Mre. Bena Terrell Tells Police How 
Her Husband Left Her with a 
Babe in Her Arms. 


Among the passengers on the Southern 
train from Chattanooga last night was 
a woman with a little baby in her arme 
a desolate, care-worn woman, with a 
look of inexpreasible pity on her face. 

With two old well worn valises and 
a bundie as luggage she made her way 
into the waiting room, where she was 
found by an officer. 

The woman and the babe were a pair 
of lonely waifs, two outcasts who had 
not a place on earth to lay their heads. 
The officer sent them to the police tar- 
racks in a patrol wagon and they were 
furnished with a bed for the night. 

The woman gave her name as Mrs. 
Bena Terrell and told a pathetic story 
of having been cruelly deserted by her 
husband, who had run away with her 
two eldest children. 

The police had investigated an almost 
similar story the night before, in which 
Mrs. Frank N. Taylor had related how 
her husband had deserted her, taking 
away the four eldest children. For the 
past two or three months the police of 
Atlanta have had a surfeit of wife de- 
rertions. The story of the woman and 
the babe last night was just the same 
story, and efforts will be made to assist 
the lonely walks. 

Mra. Terrell stated to a reporter of The 
Constitution that she was born and 
reared in Atlanta. Before her marriage 
she was a Misa Bena Rainey. She left 
this city when she was about sixteen 
years of age and while living near Con- 
cord, this state, she met and married 
James Terrell, who, she says, was a mill 
hand by profession and a drunkard by 
acta, 

Two weeks ago, the woman states, her 
husband left her while on a drunken 
spree, and he took the two eldest chil- 
dren—a boy and a girl—with him. 

Tells the Story of Desertion. 

“I did not believe him when he said 
he was going away,” the womar stated, 
“as he often made such threats when he 
was drinking. He went off late at night 
and I have never heard of him and the 


children since. My baby is only four 


months old. I went to Chattanooga to 
get work, but could find nothing I could 
do with the babe in my arms and I 
couldn't give the darling little girl up 
to strangers. I don't know what I will 
do. They told me that I would find good 
people in this city who would help me, 
and so I left Chattanooga and came 
here. I haven't a in the world, and 
all my earthly ere in these two 
old valises."’ 

She was told that fhe could nat work 
as long as she kept the child, and she 
was informed that some charitable home 
might take the babe while she worked 
to support herself. 

“I'll never part from the child,”’ she 
said, resolutely shaking her head. “I'll 


die before I let them take my child from 


me. That drunken husband of mine has 
taken my other twe children, and I°ll 
cling to this one an long as there is 
breath in my, body.” 


Hard Lines on Her Face.

dency about Mrs. Terrell. Her face is 
hard, the lines ro ag been drawn there 
by years of patient toil and privations. 
She looks like a hunted creature and 
regards all who to her with an air 
of suspicion. , 

There seems to be. only one soft spot 
in the dead heart and that is taken up 
entirely with the little mite of humanity 
which she holds in her arms. 

The pair of waifs were treated kindly 
by the police and were given the best 
room the detention ward afforded.
